It was a few 
mmtites after 10 o'clock when Com- 
mander-in-chief John B. A'dams tapped 
the table with his gavel of cedar and 
gold and declared the encampment 
opened. 


Governor Pattison was introduced 


amid Tooifevoos applause and in a few 
felicitous remarks gave a welcome Co 
tha delegates in behalf of the state. 
Mayor Bernard MoKeiuia spoke for 
Pitt-sbnrg and Mayor William M. Ken- 
aedy for tho sister city of Allegheny. 
Appropriate responses were made by" 
Commander-in-chief Adams and other 
delegates, 
- • 


The report of Adjutant General 
James F. Heech was attentively listened 
TO. On tha question of membership it 
gave the following figures: Members 
in good standing Jmio 30, 1808, 897,223; 
gain by .muster in; 101,762, gain by 
transfer, 6,354; gain by .reinstatement, 
14,0*6; gain by delinquent reports, 
9,1)1,9; total gain, 38,681; aggregate, 
438,884. Loss by death", 7;S83; loss by 
hoilorablii dischargo; 1,766; loss by 
transfer, 7,132; loss by suspension, 84,- 
805; loss by dishonorable discharge, 154; 
loss by delinquent reports, 13,878; total 
loss, 07,801. Members in good stand-

This report prompted the commander-

>!y died, all tho relatives put on mourn- 
ing and abstained from baths, wine and 
delicacies of all kinds from 40 to 80 
days, according to the rank of tho per- 
eon deceased.. Death in one respect put 
on end. to all distinctions that had pro- 
Tailed in life, and king and slave were 
subject to the same law. 


The record of the life of the deceased 


had to bo examined by a tribunal of 48 
judges bofow he could be given burial 
with his ancestors. If the deeds of his 
life proved that he was worthy of 
burial, Us body was. carried across the 
adored lake, of which oauh province had 
one, 
'and was there permitted to rest If 


the judges found him unworthy, even 
though he belonged to the highest rank, 
ho could not bo buried with his ances- 
tors. Th« body was returned to his rela- 
tives and was buried on the Bide of the 
lake opposite to the burial place of the 
just.

As an approximation 
to the truth the mean velocity may 
K3 taken at four-fifths of the great- 
est surface velocity, and if this is 
nultiplied by the ami in feet of the 
3ross (section of, tho stream tbe prod- 
uct is the discharge in cubic feot per 
minute. For military purposes the 
following rule is given for ascertain- 
ing how m:my men a stream is ade- 
quate to supply: ' 'Multiply the veloc- 
.ty per rninuto by tlie breadth, depth 
and' 900, 
and this will give the num- 


ber of men for which the brook is on 
adequate supply. The velocity of 
"eot per minute is obtained by float- 
ing a cork, noting the distance it 
navels in a given time."—New York 
Dispatch.
